| THOMAS HARDY 


_ AND HIS WORK 

| BY BAILEY MILLARD 
A keen sense of personal loss 
must have come to all readers of | 
the best English fiction when they 
read of the passing of Thomas 
Hardy, their old friend who told 
them so many stories of rural En- 
gland and made them almost as 
acquainted with his native 
Dorset as if they had lived there. 
That was the great charm of 
Thomas Hardy—he could pen such 
a vivid, virile picture of country 
life and its environment as to 
make you see and love or hate the 
characters portrayed and clearly to 
visualize their d.
